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RESTRICTION vs. PROHIBITION. 



Experience in Michigan and Rhode 
Island. 

About the same time that the Michi- 
gan Liquor Tax Law went into effect, 
a licoiiso law went into oporation in 
Rhodo Island, says the Detroit "Free 
Press." In tlio latter State, as iu tho 
former, it succeeded a striot prohibi- 
tory law. Tho intent of the law was 
to regulate and restrain the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, so as to reduce tho 
traffic to the smallest amount. In 
speaking of its workings, the Govornor 
of Rhode Island, iu his annual mes- 
sage, says: — "For tho previous year 
the so-called 'prohibitory law' had 
been in force. Many of tho provisions 
of this law wero harsh, tyrannical, and 
unpopular, and the attempt to executo 
it by a body of paid officers, the State 
constabulary, proved an utter failure 
Many of the proceedings wero unwise, 
and resulted in one instanco at least, 
in nearly bringing our State authori- 
ties into violent csnflict with those of 
the United Statos. His proceeding, 
by a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, was declared to have been ille- 
gal, and a verdict for damages was 
given against the officers. Tho attempt 
to enforce the law filled our courts 
with hundreds of what wero called 'li- 
quor cases,' and to such an extent as to 
practically exclude for a time tho 
other business interests of tho State 
from obtaining a hearing." It wag at 
this time that the Board of Linconso 
Co nmissioners, under the Licenso law, 
were appointed in tho city of Provi- 
dence The Commissioners on enter- 
ing upon their duties, found over 700 
places in tho city where intoxicating 
liquors were Bold openly and in defiance 
of law, "thus proving," the Govornor 
gay, "by a year of active and energetic 
trial, what is now generally conceded 
that a strictly Prohibitory law cannot 
be enforced in large and compact 
towns and cities." During tho first 
year tho Commissioner had iseuod GGi 
licenses of all classes, thus slightly re- 
ducing tho number of places where li- 
quor was sold. Since then tho Com- 
missioners havo boon able to roduco 
tho number, so that not more than 450 
licenses are now issued. There is now 
barely throe-fifths of tho number of 
saloons in the city that there wag when 
astringent prohibitory lawwas upon tho 
statute books and a determined effort 
mado to enforco it. Another gratify- 
ing feature of tho working of tho now 
law is that tho number of arrests for 
drunkeness in the city is steadily on 
the decline. There wore about Of'O 
less arrests for 1870 than in 1875. In 
187G the City of Providence paid into 
State Treasury for licenses tlio sum of 
$1,660 06, and tho total amount thus 
paid in during tho year was $60,735 3'J. 
With such a showing as this it is not 
likely that Riiodo Island will abandon 
the licenso law. 

English Mail.

Tomporanco promoters havo just 
boon convicted of a great blunder in 
London. Thoy had oponod peoplo's 
coffoo rooms at low prices; but a cor- 
respondent who salliod forth on a lato 
terrible night to test their utility found 
all tho gin palaces crowded and ablaze 
with comfort, but tho "People's 
Cafes" closed, at 8:110 p. m. Tho ex- 
cuso mado by tlio managers was that 
it did not "pay" to keep thorn open 
after working hours. 

Tho hunting of wild boars in tho 
Vosgos must bo ono of tho most oxcit- 
ing and exasperating of sports, judg- 
ing from rocout story, A company of 
amatours wore out the other day shoot- 
ing sparrows, when they suddenly camo 
across a fine old boar, and triod to 
kill him with graposhot, but with 
poor success, But tho wounds enraged 
tho animal, and he proceeded to carry 
tho war into Africa, scattering tho 
huntors about him right and loft. Ho 
thou darted across a river near by and 
viBited a neighboring village, followed 
by the discomfited sportsmen. Tho 
good people of tho town all turned 
out with pitchforks and crowbars, and 
tho gendarmos wore wont for, but tho 



boar objected to mooting such a for- 
midable army, and at once jumped 
through tho window of a cottage, 
whore ho smashod tho furniture, and 
escaped by a back window into another 
wood. Sportsmen, villago, and gon- 
darmes wore thus left to staro at eoch 
other and wait for the ono who had 
the courage left him to speak. 

The Law of Murder. — Sir Eardloy- 
Wilmot, Bart., M. P., who is spending 
the winter at Nice, in tho south of 
Franco, has written to Mr. Tallack, 
secretary of tho Howard Association, 
Loudon, informing hini that it is his 
intention in tho coming session of Par- 
liament to introduco a short Bill to re- 
strict tho capital penalty to cases of 
murder where tho jury find that actual 
premeditation of tho crime existed. Sir 
E. Wilmot's action in this respect is 
without][prejudico to Mr. J. W. Pease's 
intended motion for the total abolition 
of capital punishment. Both gentle- 
men aro members of tho Howard Asso- 
ciation, tho object of which is tho pro- 
motion of tho best methods of tho 
treatment and prevention of crime; but 
Sir E. Wilmot does not, like Mr. Pease, 
advocato the total abolition of tho death 
penalty, although ho considers tho ex- 
isting law of murder to bo fraught with 
anomalies and gross irregularities. 

The Licensing Law. — A somewhat 
novel point was decided on tho 14th 
instant, by the Leeds stipendiary mag- 
istrate. A. man named Charles Wood, 
landlord of the Railway Hotel in that 
town, was summoned for permitting 
drunkenness on his licensed promises. 
It was argued on his behalf th it at tho 
time tho offence was committed ho was 
a bankrupt, and that tho bail inn put 
there by tho registrar wero in posses- 
sion of tho house, and therefore ho was 
not responsible for what took place. 
Tho magistrate held this defence to bo 
good, whereupon the police withdrow 
the summons.

THE GOVERNOR'S SPEECH ON THE 
RAILWAY. 



Tho oxtrnct furnished by our Ottiwa 
correspondent from tho Governor-Gener- 
als Speech, delivered before Parliament 
yesterday, may be taken literally: Tho 
work of construction on tho Eaihvay will 
not bo oommonccd during the present 
yoar, moro timo being nskod for tho com- 
pletion of surveys. Tlio puUic mind 
must have boen in a measnr* prepared for 
this announcement by tho paper from tho 
British Colonial Ofllco addressed to nau- 
tical men in this neighborhood, and re- 
questing information as to tbo best sito 
for the western terminus of the Eaihvay. 
Tho delay will causo deep disappointment 
amongst all classes. Tho Fraser River 
route (to surToy which, wo bolieve.the do- 
lay is required) should havo boen survey- 
ed years ago. That it was not is not tho 
fault of tho Ottawa Government, guided ns 
they were by their engineors.who always 
reported, until last Summer, that tho 
routo was impracticable for a line of rail- 
way. Tho dispatch further states that 
surveys will bo pushed with vigor dur- 
ing this year. Wo believo we aro 
oorroct in stiting that a sum close upon 
£500,000 was expended on surveys in the 
Province during 187G, which sum is con- 
siderably in excess of tho expenditure of 
any Drevious yoar. The distribution of 
that sum has greatly stimulated com- 
merce and industry; and whilo 
it is not what wo had a right 
to expect under tbo Terms of Union 
or the Carnarvon Settlement, the expend- 
iture is very acceptable under existing 
oircumstancos of business depression. 
But, after all, tho more question of mo- 
noy-expeudituro sinks out of sight in com- 
parison with tho grand object of Confed- 
eration — the construction of a liueof rail- 
way from tho Atlantic to tho PaciGc sea- 
boatd. The value of a national undertaking 
that would briug this Province into close 
communication with tho Eastern Provinces 
and the vast political and commercial ad- 
vantages that would flow therefrom, can- 
not be caleuhitod f torn tho more stand- 
point of cost. Tho millions spent in the 
construction of tua lino (though import- 
ant in themselves) would be of little 
moment when compared with tho inesti- 
mable benefits tho work would con- 
fer on future generations of Brit- 
ish North Americans, It is not, 
therefore, of delay in commence- 
ment of tho work that Columbians com- 
plain most loudly. It is the state of 
uncertainty into which they are plunged 
by the failure of two trenties— tho want 
of confidence they havo in tho bona flda 
i:.toutions of Canada to build the lino at 
all. If Lord Carnarvon's dispatch, now 
nearly duo here, should satisfy tho 
people on this point— convince them that 
the main lino will bo built as soon as it 
Hliall have been selected and located, the 
other puiuts at issue between Canada 
ftiul Columbia, would meot with 
early settlement. Every ono will feel 
vexed, of course, at the prospect of 
another year's delay ; but ovon that will 
not cause thein to take "a leap iu tho 
dark" if Lord Carnarvon can restoro their 
confidence in tho honest intentions of 
Canada.

English Mail. 

Very earnest offorts are being made 
in England to abate tho drunkeness 
so dreadfully prevalent by the estab- 
lishment of comfortable eating houses 
where intoxicating drinks aro served 
only at meals. Dr. Haweis, an emin- 
ent clergymen, points out that the dis- 
comfort acd bad food of the dining- 
rooms drive people to the giu shops. 
While the former aro dingy and dreary, 
the lattor aro }u.at lho reverse, so that 
tho young workmen gulp down their 
unpalatable food, then go for the 
glass that inebriates. Mr. Rathbone, 
tho philanthropic member for Liver- 
pool, stated recently at a mooting in 
that city that during the previous 
week tho British Workmen Public 
Houso Company had sold 7,388 gal- 
lons of tea, cocoa, and cofl'eo, iu 7o,- 
000 portions, and tho takings wore 
i;iG9 5s. 9d. Tho object of tho com- 
pany is to give all the comforts of tho 
public houso without its temptations. 
Iu proof of tho gains of the public 
houses, ho mentions that £50,000 was 
offered for the lease and goodwill of 
one opposite the Liverpool Sailors' 
Home. 

When tho Russians crossed the 
Danube in 18-14 tho inhabitants of 
many towns and villages Hod. Some 
poor fugitives wore attacked by a party 
of Bashi-Bazouks. These monsters 
tired on tho helpless Bulgarians, killed 
men, women and infants, and two days 
afterwards, when Captain Hyde Park- 
er, of Her Majesty's steamship Fire- 
brand, arrived, ho was confronted with 
dead and mutilated bodies scattered 
on tho beach. He was chiefly attract- 
ed by two children, ono about four 
years old, tho other an infant of ton 
months, who lay wounded and famish- 
ing. The elder child had five slugs in 
his left arm, and tho little ono a ball 
through its tiny wrist. Watched 
over by the gallant captain, and pet- 
ted and caressed by his crew, genero is 
and warmhearted as British tars aic 
ever, the little Bulgarian orphans row 
strong and healthy. Her Majesty, 
who was at Osborne at the time, heard 
of the case, and signified her iutention 
of taking those Bulgarian children 
under her own immediate protection. 
They were trained for tho sea, nud are 
alive to-day, holding good positions. 

A belief in colour-poisoning by 
means of green drosses and groon wall 
paper has already boon forced upon 
the public by some tolerably conclus- 
ive evidence; but it seems that tho 
mischievous propensities of this color 
are far from yet boen fully exposed. A 
French savant, M. Paul Bert, has just 
exhibited against it articles of im- 
peachment of the gravest character, 
supported by reports of a whole series 
of startling experiments. If the theory 
bo true, it is not only the arsenic used 
in producing tke color which does tho 
injury, but tbo actual color itsolf; and 
a mere ray of green light is capable of 
affecting tho health of tho person op- 
posed to it, apart from aid afforded to 
it by the smell or presence of arsenic. 
To demonstrate this alleged fact, M. 
Bert has submitted several specimens 
of sensitivo plant to rays through stain- 
ed glass, and in every case those which 
were treated to tho most brilliant 
green light withered and died in the 
shortest timo. Tn these plants which 
were exposed to a red light a peculiar 
phenomena was observed ; the tips or 
spikes of the leaves prolonged them- 
selves and grow forward in a lean and 
hungry fashion horizontally with the 
branches from which they sprang; 
while in a blue light the contrary ef- 
fect was produced, the spikes stand- 
ing out abruptly and perpendicularly 
from, their stem. On one of tho plants 
being enclosed a sort of lantern, having 
red glass on one shrinking away from tho 
poison on their right to tho roseate anti- 
dote on [their left, the loaves, as it' by 
a fatal fascination, turned with ono con- 
sent tlio other way and literally looked 
deatli in tho face.

Supreme Court. 

Thursday/, Feb. 8, 1877. 

Appeal Case— This was an appeal to tho 
Chief Justice to rescind the order cf Mr. 
Justice Crease for committment to prison 
of P. D. Forbes. On the matter being 
brought under his Lordship's notice, he 
questioned tho right to appeal to bim 
alone and proceeded to show he had no 
jurisdiction in tho matter. There could 
boa re-hearing and that might have taken 
place before Mr. Justice Crease, or, if it 
was desired, before a full Court, which 
would answer all the purposes of an ap- 
peal; but unless somo authority could be 
shown by which ho (the Chief Justice) 
could quash tho decision arrived at by 
Mr. Justice Creaso he would willingly en- 
tertain tho motion in tho form of an ap- 
peal. Tho Court thou adjourned for an 
hour to oiiablo the rehearing to tako placo 
boforo the three judges. 

On tho Court re-assembling tho motion 
was hoard before tho full Court. Mr. Mc- 
Creight, with whom was Mr. MoElinen, 
appeared on behalf of Forbes. Mr. Jus- 
tice Croaso said, personally, he had no 
objection to this mattor being investigat- 
ed, but contended it was not competent 
for any other Judge to interfere with an 
order given by him for contempt of 
Court. Mr. Justieo Gray took the samo 
view of the matter, in whicb the Chief 
Justieo concurred; hut assented to listen- 
ing to argument so that tho liberty of tho 
subject should have the fullest considera- 
tion. 

Mr. McCroight raised two objections of 
a technical naltiro as to the character of 
the committment: 1st, that no notico of 
injunction had been served upon ForboH; 
and, secondly, no time bad been stipulat- 
ed as lo the period of imprisonment. 
Botli of tbeso objections were overruled 
by the Court. A number of affidavits 
worothon rend,. tho purport of which wns 
to show that Forbes hail parted with the 
notes before the injunction was issued; 
that he made no oflbrt afterwards to get 
them back from Mrs. Thorp as ho knew 
it would bo of no avail. 

Tho Chief Justieo here remarked tint 
Forbes bud intimations and warnings 
from Morton that an injunction would ho 
served upon him, that proceedings had 
boon commenced, and that it shocked the 
moral sense to say Forbes had been guilty 
of no offence in parting with tho notes 
after such intimation. Mr. McCreight 
contended imprisonment was a very se- 
vere penalty, necessitating distinct legal 
action to justify it. 

The Chief Justice said it looked as if 
Forbes knew he was encouraging a fraud, 
and that ho lent a willing hand in carry- 
ing it out. The excuse that he had re- 
ceived no legal notice was merely tie' 
flimsy distinction of a sheet of paper. 

The Court hers adjourned to 12 o'clock 
Friday.

EASTERN STATES. 

Franklin, 1ml., Fob. 7. — An abscond- 
ing cashier of tho First National Bank, 
took about $100,000 and left a iioto 
saying they need not expect to see him 
again; that Chicago speculations caus- 
ed tho trouble. 

Berlin, Feb. G. — A prospectus is 
published of tho twelfth series of tho 
Russian mortgage credit bonds for ten 
million silver roubles. Tho bonds aro 
to bo placed in Amsterdam, Berlin, 
Frankfort, Brussels, Antwerp and Rus- 
sia. 

EUROPE. 

London, Feb. 0. —Tho ravages of the 
small pox. aro again increasing — 103 
deaths from the disease in London last 
week. Tho largest number during tho 
present epidemic except in tho first 
week of January. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 7.— All but 
throo of the students, who on St. 
St. Nicholas day, during service in tho 
cathedral of Kazar made a demonstra- 
tion and unfurled a red ling bearing 
tho inscription, "Union and Liberty" 
havo been sentenced to penal servitude 
or transportation. 

London, Feb. 7. — Tho Berlin cor- 
respondent of tho "Times" says that 
Midhat Pasha's fall was occasioned by 
his refusal to conclude peace with 
Servia unless Turkey received guar- 
antees and as a resumption of hostili- 
ties was probable in consequence of 
this resolute policy, the old Court 
party induced the Sultan to supersedo 
Midhat. Unless the Sultan changes 
his mind Edherim Pasha's administra- 
tion will only pave tho May for a Cab- 
inot with a decidedly pacific complex- 
ion iu its programme. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the 
"Standard" telegraphs that ho is in- 
formed the Russian aimy has received 
orders to advance, and will cross tho 
Pruth within a few days. 

A dispatch from Constantinople to 
tho "Standard" reports that tho Brit- 
ish man of war Bittern, which was 
about to quit Constantinople, has been 
detained by order of the English 
"charge de affaires" for tho protection 
of foreign residents. 

Tho "Standard's" Vienna special 
announces that tho Hungarian minis- 
ters tendered their resignation becauso 
of tho failure to effect an agreement 
on the bank question. His doubtful 
whether the Emperor has accepted 
the resignation. 

'DELAYED JJ3SPATGHES. 

EUROPE. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. i. — Prince 
Gortschakoff's circular note, which is 
addressed to Russian representatives 
at the courts of other guaranteeing 
powers, is published in cd'ticial "Gaz- 
ette" to-day. The note lirat calls to 
mind tho fact that through Russia's 
initiative an understanding between 
the great powers was brought about at 
the begininugof theEastern crisis. This 
was disturbed by the rejection of tho 
Berlin memorandum, but was shortly 
afterwards restored on I ho basis pro- 
posed by England. The powers at 
the conference unanimously submitted 
their demands to the Porte, which de- 
clined them. Prince Gortschakoff 
considers that Europe , by its unitod 
diplomatic action, has proved that it 
is deeply interested in the maintaiu- 
nnce of peace in the East, and that it 
has recognized to be its duty, as well 
as its right to co-operate for that end 
on behalf of tho general interest. The 
Russian government, being guided by 
the desire to maintain European ac- 
cord in the now phase of the Eastern 
question, has, beforo coining to any 
decision in the matter, instruct; d its 
representatives to ascertain for certain 
what, course the governments, to which 
they are accredited means to pursue. I 

New York, Fob. 4.— The "Times" | 
dispatch from Vienna s lys tho Porto, 
although it has not yet informed Ser- 
via of the nature of tho guarantee it 
demands, has confidentially communi- 
cated them to tho powers and the lat- 
ter havo expressed an unfavorable 
opinion of tbem, All the powers, 
however, seem most anxious to quit 
their present attitude of reserve or 
offer of one-sided advice; so if it is 
possible that the Porte made the com- 
munication lo elict some suggestion 
from the powers tho attempt has fail- 
ed. 

London, Feb. 5. — Tho "Times" 
Belgrade special reports that peace 
negotiations between thoServian agent 
and tho Turkish ambassador at Vienna 
are broken oil' in consequence of the 
Porte's persistence in demanding guar- 
antees, tho nature of which it rofusos 
to specify. The "Times" corespondent 
says it is quito probable that the Turk- 
ish proposals to Servia and Montono- 
gro wero mote tho result of n desire to ap- 
pear magnanimous tn the eyes of Europe 
than of anxiety for peace. 

The 'limes says: Russia having appar- 
ently determined to weaken Turkey by 
prolonged armaments, it is expected that 
no new and menacing diplomatic netion 
will be undertaken. As to the rumor 
that Russia is ou tho point of bridging 
the Pruth, tho Times is of the opinion 
that operations in that quarter will bo al- 
most impossible until summer. 

Tho Tunes' Berlin correspondent stales 
that guarantees are required of Servia by 
Turkey. Jlo says Turkey will not restore 
to Servia all the fortresses whiles the Rus- 
sians remain en tho Pruth. The Porto 
seems to regard tho resumption of Ser- 
vian hostilities mi advantageous to Tur- 
key, ns it may force Russia to take the 
field btfore Turkey is exhausted by de- 
lay. 

The Vienna correspondent of tho Times 
poiids si -'iiiflciinHy to IgnutioH'a rotnrn- 



ing homo by tho way of Vienna, coupled 
with the remarkable attitude of the Car- 
man semi-official press, which has lately 
been urging Austria to come to au under- 
standing with Russia. 

Tho Times in its leading editorial says: 
Gortschakoff's circular will not, we fear, 
tend to lesson the distrust with which 
Russia is viewed in England. It will be 
regarded as an invitation to bogiu war 
from which, if Turkey has no allies, 
Russia would certainly profit. The Eng- 
lish groverumeut will certainly reply 
with tho approval of Parliament that 
England will hold herself freo to guard 
her own interests, and the general inter- 
ests of peace. England will await events. 
If Russia is moro precipitate sho must 
act on her own responsibility. 

Vienna, Feb, (J. — The Politische Carres- 
pondenz states that the Porte has propos- 
ed the following conditions to Servia, 
waiving its former claim for substantial 
guarantees: 

First — The right of being diplomatical- 
ly represented at Belgrade. 

Second— Catholics ami Jews shall en- 
joy tho samo rights as tho native Ser- 
vians. 

Third — Servia shall not allow tho for- 
mation of armed bauds or the violation of 
Turkish territory. 

Fourth— The existence of Becrot socie- 
ties will not bo permitted. 

Filth — Tho Servian fortresses shall bo 
kept in good repair, and finally, tho Turk- 
ish flag .hall bo hoisted on tlioaa fort- 
resses jointly with the Servian Hag. 

The same paper says Servia will doubt- 
leis accept these conditions and send a 
special commissioner to Constantinople, 
London, Feb. (!. -A special from Con- 
stantinople to the Pall Mall Gazette says 
the cause of Midhat Pasha's fall dates 
from some time back. His imperious 
character slashed with tho firmness of the 
Sultan, whose liberal views went far ahead 
of Mid hals. The constitution disap- 
pointed the Sultan by the multiplicity of 
its reserves and qualifications, and many 
warm discussions occurred between tho 
sovereign and tho minister. Tho Sultan 
desired to introduce largely a foreign ele- 
ment into the Turkish administration, and 
especially to employ Englishmen iu load- 
ing positions in all tho departments. His 
Majesty expressed his desire to Midhat 
Pasha very strongly on several occasions, 
and last week took him sternly to task 
for not having acted upon it. Midhat re 
plied curtly, and wrote subsequently to 
tho Sultan in undeforentinl terms. Fri- 
day last the Sultan sent for Midhat, but 
the summons was not obeyed. Saturday 
Midhat remained at home on tho plea of 
indisposition. Sunday, tiio 3d summons 
was disobeyed, but Midhat attended tho 
ministerial council in the afternoon. In 
tilt' meantime tho police discovered a se- 
cret correspondence which allowed Mid- 
hat was plotting for tho overthrow of tho 
Sultan nnd his own nomination as dicta- 
tor. On Monday a peremptory summons 
brought Alidhat t < t ho palace. Suspect- 
ing nothing, on entering ho was arrested 
and his letters laid before him. Thrro 
was no gainsaying the evidence against 
him and ho asked for mercy. A council 
of ministers was called and Midhat offer- 
ed the choice, leaving the country or be- 
ing arraigned before a tribunal on a 
charge of high treason. Ho elected to 
leavo tho country. The letters found dis- 
closed that 3,000 Ulemas wero to have 
gone Monday night t > tlio palaco to do- 
mand tho abdication of tho Sultan. The 
fall of Midhat Pashn will check no ro- 
forms, tho' Sultan boing dhtermined to 
oarry out tho constitution in tho fullest 
spirit. 

London, Feb. i. -The Times' Paris 
special days: [t is affirmed on all hands 
that a brief correspondence is progressing 
between Russia aid Germany. Some 
assert Russia wants to know whether she 
could enjoy tho fruits of victory if she 
achieved one. It is curtain Turkey has 
comprehended the danger of prolonging 
tho proseut slat'; of affairs, and direct 
satisfaction which might hn offered to 
Russia is, therefore, being sincerely 
sought, such as would allay public ex- 
citement and justify disarmament by both 
Russia and Turkey. 

The Journal de Sai}>t Petersburg reports 
that the Khan of Khiva has applied for a 
formal and complete incorporation of his 
territory into the Russian Empire. 

Constantinople, Feb. 2.— Tho Porte 
ha u sent dispatches to its representatives 
abroad giving notice of the appointment 
of three Christians to governorships of 
provinces, and declaring that tho applica- 
tion <d reform is proceeding unremit- 
tingly. 

Berlin, Feb. 2. — Greece, it is reported, 
notified her representatives abroad 
that tho president of the council intimat- 
ed to the Murqtlis of Salisbury that, iu 
view of the failure of the ci nference, and 
the prospect of continued misrule, tho 
government cannot longer undertake to 
restrain the Creek population in Turkey 
from seeking to obtain their rights by 
their o v, u otTorls. 

London, Fob, 1. -At the annual meet- 
ing id the Sheffield Chamber of Com- 
merce to-day the president said, tho 
Sheffield manufacturers and workmen 
had only themselves to blame for tho loss 
of trade with America and successful 
American competition with foreign coun- 
tries. Kkoflleld hud not come up to the 
make and style required by customers. 
Mandolin, member of parliament for 
Sheffield, said, American competition was 
successful, because Americans excelled iu 
the rapidity of their adoption of labor- 
saving machinery. If peace was preserv- 
ed the English trade had nothing to fear, 
and in any ease tho English colonies 
furnished a most promising market. 
Mundella referred to the importation of 
American beef as; a great benefit to Eng- 
land and a striking lustaneo of what en- 
terprise and iuvontion could do.

Tho Ga- 
ribaldi was erroneously reported as hav- 
ing arrived at Qusenstown a few days 
ago. 

New York, Feb. 3.— Hope is well nigh 
abandoned of tho safety of tho steamship 
Colombo, 46 days overdue at this port 
from Hull, England; of the George Crom- 
well and George Washiugton, from Hali- 
fax for St. Johns, N.B., oach long over- 
due. Forty-seven persons wero on tho 
Colombo, 30 on the Cromwell and 31 ou 
the Washington. 

New York, Feb. 4.— Tho Republicans 
continuo hopeful regarding tho proceed- 
ings of tho electoral tribunal, whilo tho 
Democrats, including Jeremiah Black, are 
discouraged and hopeless. 

New York,' Fob. 5.-— The World prints 
tho following statement, which seems to bo 
authoritative. and is current now in socie- 
ty circles as to tho truo proceedings in 
the May-Bounett duel. It is asserted 
when tho seconds asked tho principals if 
they were ready, May twice replied ho was 
not, that after tho second asking tho snap 
of a pistol was heard ; that May's second 
thereupon advanced in front of Beuiiott 
and asked if it was his pistol which had 
snapped; that Benuett exhibited his wea- 
pon in proof that such was not tho case; 
that May then spoke up and said his pis- 
tol had accidentally snapped; that after 
this, tho seconds adjudicated to Bennett 
tho right to fire; that Bennett leveled his 
pistol, took aim, thou suddenly throwing 
up his arm, fired in the air, whereby the 
duel ended with no bloodshed.
